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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant is arguing an unduly narrow claim 
interpretation which is not consistent with applicant's specification: the claims require that the system comprises a wireless and cable- 
free bi-directional communication system providing communication between the communication device and the face master control. 
With regards to the term "cable-free": applicant is arguing an unduly narrow interpretation of this term. Note that applicant's 
specification discloses the master control (12) — which may be located outside the face- connected to a radio transmitter (9) by a cable. 
Thus applicant's own specification describes a system in which the communication BETWEEN THE MASTER CONTROL AND THE 
COMMUNICATION DEVICE includes a cable. The term "cable -free" is construed by the examiner to mean a form of communication 
which may include some cable, but which does not include cables which are subject to damage in the face region. The pipes or 
conveyor frame suggested by Stolarzyk are neither "cables" nor subject to the same hazards as cables. With regards to the "bi- 
directional" or "wireless" limitations; these have been addressed previously. It is the position of the Examiner that Stolarzyk clearly 
teaches both of these features. With regards to applicant's arguments concerning the location of the components underground in the 
Stolarzyk reference: applicant does not claim any structure at the surface. "Outside the face" does not mean "at the surface". . 
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
